The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE CLAIMS: 

Claims 2, 3, 5, 7-9, 11, 12, 14 and 16-18 have been canceled without prejudice. 

Claim 1 has been modified to read as "A method of treating irritable bowel 
syndrome in an individual having the syndrome comprising the step of: administering to 
said individual a pharmacologically effective dose of beclomethasone with minimal or no 
systemic side effects." 

Claim 4, line 1, delete "claim 3" and insert - - -claim 1- - -. 
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Claim 6, line 1 , delete "orBec™" and insert beclomethasone dipropionate- - 

Claim 10 has been modified to read as "A method of alleviating the symptoms of 
irritable bowel syndrome in an individual suffering from irritable bowel syndrome 
comprising the step of: administering to the individual a pharmacologically effective 
dose of a beclomethasone with minimal or no systemic side effects such that said 
administration increases the threshold of pain to colorectal distention, thereby alleviating 
the symptoms of irritable bowel syndrome in the individual." 

Claim 1 3 line 1 , delete "claim 1 2" and insert — claim 10 . 

Claim 15 has been modified to read as "The method of claim 10, wherein said 
beclomethasone is administered in a dose of from about 0.1mg/kg to about 20mg/kg."
